Yugo And Soviet 
Chieftains Beam 
Despite Jostling 


MOSCOW, June 3 tJ^P resident 
Tito and Nik ita S. Khrushchev 
were 
swamped 
by 
enthusiastic 
Russians tonight when they tried 
to tak e a quiet stroll down Gork i 
St.. Moscow’s main thoroughfare. 
The leaders of the Yugoslav and 
Soviet Communist parties, accom­ 
panied by Mrs. Tito and other 
members of a Yugoslav delegation, 
got out of limousines about a block 
from the Kremlin and walk ed up 
the street under the green lime 
trees for some distance l^fore turn- 
ning to go back . 
They attracted a crowd of at 
least 500 persons. They were happi­ 
ly pushed and jostled. And two of 
the world’s most powerful men 
were forced to duck into an ice 
cream parlor for refuge. 
There they sat for 
minutes 
with the rest of their party , eating 
ices and chatting. 
People Clamber Over Car 
When they emerged the crowd 
•warmed 
about, 
clapping a n d 
cheering. Khrushchev and the Titos 
beamed and smiled and waved at 
the crowd, but had difficulty forc­ 
ing their way through. 
They finally managed to get into 
their car. The crowd, which in 
eludes many children, clambered 
up over it and the driver made 
off at a snail’s pace, try ing to 
•hak e them off. 
The demonstration was ap p ar­ 
ently genuinely spontaneous since 
there were no photographers and 
no police, except for the usual traf­ 
fic cops, in sight. 
L’nscheduled Country Tour 
Earlier the party toured the 
country and visited an agricultural 
exhibition. 
The visit to the agricultural ex­ 
hibition and the tour in the country 
were ur^heduled. 
Along with the rest of the day ­ 
long get-together, it was believed 
intended to give Communist party 
leaders chances to discuss com­ 
mon party and ideological ques­ 
tions. 
Foreign -Minister Dmitri Shepi- 
lov, who would originally tak e p art 
in any talk s at government level 
about state as opposed to Commu­ 
nist party problems, was not pres­ 
ent at any of the get-togethers.

Gas Kills Three 
Uranium Miners 


MONROE, Utah. June 3 
Gas 
fumes today k illed three Utah 
uranium miners in a 100-foot deep 
mine shaft near this central Utah 
town. 
The dead were identified as Bill 
Smith, John Gutdtt and Mik e Men- 
ieta, all of Tooele. Utah. 
George Smith, Bill’s father, told 
police that last night he and the 
three victims set off a blast in the 
mine to loosen some ore they sus­ 
pected of containing uranium. This 
morning, the elder Smith said, the 
three victims went to work the 
mine while he went to buy some 
supplies. 
Shortly before noon, the elder 
Smith said he went to the mine 
and was surprised because there 
was no activity there. 
He look ed down the shaft and 
saw Gutdtt ly ing at the first level, 
about 20 feet down. He lowered 
himself by a rope and hoist and 
discovered Gutdtt was dead. He 
hauled the body to the top of the 
shaft. 
Then he descended by rope to 
the bottom of the shaft, 100 feet 
down. There he found Mendieta 
dead and his son near death.

George Harrison, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway a e rk s 
and an AFL-CIO vice president, 
met a week ago with Democratic 
National Chairman Paul Butler. 
A spok esman for the Republican 
National Committee said it has not 
set up a labor advisory committee 
as y et but is considering estab­ 
lishing some form of liaison with 
union leaders willing to work for 
the GOP cause. 
The Democratic Labor Advisory 
Committee includes some of the 
most influential leaders of the 
AFL-CIO, 
the independent rail­ 
road unions and the independent 
United Mine Work ers. 
Labor Course Undecided 
Organized labor’s course in this 
y ear's campaign is still undecid­ 
ed. The unions are busy collecting 
dollar contributions from mem­ 
bers in their regular “give a 
buck ” drive and say they hope to 
be able to be more effective than 
ever in “electing our friends and 
defeating our enemies.” 
However, both AFL-CIO Presi­ 
dent George Meany and Walter 
Reuther, former CIO chief now an 
AFL-CIO vice president, have said 
they may not endorse either party 
this time. Both the separate AFL 
and CIO formally supported Adlai 
Stevenson against Dwight D. Ei­ 
senhower in 1952.

GETTYSBURG, Pa., June 3 GFU. 
President Eisenhower spent a quiet 
sabbath at his country home here 
today . 
The rain of the last two day s let 
up during the night, but aides re­ 
ported the President was just tak ­ 
ing it easy indoors. 
With Eisenhower were his wife 
and her mother, Mrs. John S. 
Doud of Denver. The family did 
not attend church services. 


ALGIERS, Algeria, June 8 lAPU. 
French infantry men covered by 
jet fighters and helicopters today 
pounded rebel remnants fleeing 
the big French eastern offensive 
south of Setif. Smaller French at­ 
tack s were reported across Alge­ 
ria as far west as the Oran re­ 
gion. 
The fourth day of the fighting 
in the east, biggest single engage­ 
ment in the 19-month-old Algerian 
rebellion, found the French scour­ 
ing the barren hills and gorges of 
the Beni-Outilane plateau below 
Setif. 
French headquarters said the 
battle that caught the rebels be­ 
tween the Gates of Iron and La­ 
fay ette was virtually over. More 
than 40 rebels were k illed today , 
bringing their casualties to more 
than 300 k illed, many wounded and 
260 captured. 
Headquarters 
denied 
reports 
that 1,500 rebels were still encir­ 
cled in the rugged area. One head­ 
quarters source said many Mos­ 
lems probably are in the region 
but that all of them are not fight­ 
ing with the rebel forces. 
The attack against the rebel con­ 
centration was carried out by 19th 
Infantry Division and the mecha­ 
nized 7th Division. French sources 
disclosed that the lightning strok e 
was mounted on a tip the rebels 
were massing for a raid into the 
Grand Kaby lie Mountains, south­ 
west of Setif. 


WASHINGTON. June 3 ¡iPL-Pres- 
ident Tito of Yugoslavia, in the 
view of U.S. officials, is play ing 
a very dangerous g ^ e on his visit 
to Moscow. 
In the State and Defense Depart­ 
ments and other government agen­ 
cies, policy mak ers are following 
Tito’s moves and awaiting the out­ 
come of his talk s before venturing 
any final conclusions on precisely 
what his present position as be­ 
tween E ast and West really is. 
But the opinion of most experts 
within the government, as indi­ 
cated in cautious private comment, 
is that Tito definitely does not 
want to break his highly profitable 
ties with the United States. Britain, 
France and other free countries 
even though he is clearly work ing 
for re-establishment of cordial re­ 
lations with Moscow. 
Contradictory Aims 
The problem of k eeping these 
two more or less contradictory 
aims in balance is what mak es 
his present diplomacy , in the view 
of authorities here, a dangerous 
game. They think it would be easy , 
in an unintended burst of enthusi­ 
asm, for a national leader to “get 
in too deep” with the policies 
and purposes of a great power 
which is courting his allegiance, 
even when he does not consciously 
intend to mak e commitments. 
Tito quite po.ssibly shock ed West­ 
ern public opinion with his state­ 
ment on arrival in Moscow y ester­ 
day that Communist nations would 
“never again” be so badly split 
up as they were when the Stalin- 
ist regime forced him out of the 
international Communist organiza­ 
tion in 1948. 


Friendly Line Expected 
Administration officials here said 
that the implications of this state­ 
ment could easily be exaggerated. 
Tito was expected to adopt a very 
friendly line, they said, but this 
does not necessarily mean that he 
is really moving back into the So­ 
viet camp. His private comments 
to Western diplomats in Belgrade 
in recent week s were said to have 
stressed his intention to be quite 
friendly with the Soviet govern­ 
ment but to avoid any break or 
lessening of friendship with the 
Western powers. 


Pentagon Will 
Oppose Billion 
Arms Aid Cut 


Defense Dept. Would 
Accept $129 Million 


Slash, Vorys Reports 


WASHINGTON. June 3 iJFi-Rep. 
Vory s (R-Ohio) reported today the 
Pentagon would go along with a 
129 million dollar cut in overseas 
arm s aid but feels a proposed 
billion dollar slash is “ politically 
and militarily unacceptable.” 
Vory s, a leading administration 
supporter on the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, disclosed De­ 
fense Department a r g u m e n t s 
against the committee’s move to 
chop $1,109,000,000 from President 
Eisenhower’s $4,900,000,000 mili­ 
tary and economic aid program. 
Defense officials believe the flat 
billion dollar cut in arm s aid voted 
by the committee would force a 
basic revamping of the nation’s 
security program. Vory s said. 
They also feel, he reported, that 
committee-approved limit on 
U. S. military aid to Europe would 
“strik e at the very foundations of 
the NATO (North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization) alliance.” 
House Action This Week 
However, Vory s quoted defense 
spok esmen as say ing 129 million 
dollars could be trimmed from the 
three billions sought for military 
aid “without serious damage to 
the national interest.” 
The foreign aid 
bill, 
setting 
spending ceilings for the fiscal 
y ear beginning July 1, comes up 
for House action Wednesday and 
Thursday . Appropriations for the 
aid program will be voted later 
in separate legislation. 
In telling a newsman of a just- 
compleied Pentagon study , Vory s 
did not indicate whether the ad­ 
ministration plans to mak e its big 
fund-restoring drive in the House 
or before the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee, which has y et 
to vote on the bill. 
U. S. Outstrips Russia in Aid 
In a separate interview filmed 
for television broadcast in upstate 
New York , foreign aid chief John 
B. Hollister told Rep. Ostertag 
(R-.NY) that the United States far 
outstrips Russia in the help it is 
giving other countries. 
Hollister, director of the Inter­ 
national Cooperation Administra­ 
tion, said America is not try ing to 
compete with the Soviets for the 
friendship of foreign nations by 
giving them money . And in actual 
practice, he said, there is no evi­ 
dence y et that the Russians are 
giving any thing away .

Involved in the test will be a 
demonstration of each candidate’s 
popular appeal in a big city area 
—a point not lik ely to be over­ 
look ed by the p arty ’s national con­ 
vention in choosing the nominee 
it believes can win in November. 
Kefauver has put the big city 
vote issue into the campaign here 
with the suggestion that he. rather 
than Stevenson, is best fitted to 
attract support in the areas of 
concentrated population. 
Ik e Carried State In 1952 
Stevenson 
lost 
California 
by 
700,000 votes in his 1952 race 
a g a i n s t President Eisenhower, 
with a substantial portion of that 
margin supplied by the Los An­ 
geles area. Since then the Demo­ 
crats have shown no appreciable 
recovery . They were able to win 
only four of 12 congressional seats 
in the Los Angeles area in 1954. 
Democratic leaders are confi­ 
dent they will out-poll Republicans 
in Tuesday ’s statewide balloting, 
where a 70-vote presidential nomi­ 
nating slate for President Eisen­ 
hower is unopposed. 
For practical purposes, the Re­ 
publicans have only congressional 
primary and local races to tak e 
them to the ballot boxes.

Russia, he declared, “ will al­ 
way s remain Holy Russia.” 
The implication of the remark s 
of the Soviet church leader was 
that antireligious campaigns and 
teachings of the Communist party 
and the Soviet government are 
doomecr to fail in their efforts to 
destroy Christian faith among So­ 
viet citizens. 
Nik olai delivered a brief sermon 
at the Russian Orthodox Cathedral 
of St. Nicholas on M anhattan’s 
upper East Side after he had cele­ 
brated the lengthy and colorful 
pontifical liturgy held in his honor. 
He is the highest rank ing Soviet 
clergy man ever to hold services at 
this cathedral which adheres to 
that faction of the Russian Ortho­ 
dox Church in the United States 
which recognizes the authority of 
Alexei, patriarch of Moscow and 
all Russia.

Unhurt, Police 
Fire On Crowd 


Violence Erupts At 
Public Meeting; One 
Killed, 3 Wounded 


BOMBAY, India. June 3 Lf) —. 
I ^ a n g ua g e riots burst around 
Prim e Minister Nehru and his 
Congress party today for the féc­ 
ond straight day . Nehru was un­ 
hurt but 25 party members wers 
stoned and injured. 
Police opened fire on the surg­ 
ing thousands and first official rs- 
ports said they k illed one rioter 
and wounded three others. 
A communique later blamed tht 
fatal shooting and two of the thre« 
woundings on a motorist firing is 
self-defense as the mob dragged 
him from his automobile. 
The communique said 
119 per­ 
sons were arrested and 12 polict 
and scores of demonstrators in­ 
jured. Witnesses placed the num­ 
ber of injured at at least 100 in 
three hours of rioting. 


Police Use Tear Gas 


Police used tear gas shells earll- 
er to break up mobs try ing to 
storm toward the beach where 
Nehri^ addressed a public meet­ 
ing. 
Nehru announced in his speech 
he was standing firm on his deci­ 
sion to exclude Bombay from the 
proposed Marathi-speak ing state 
of Maharashtra. 
The mobs of Indians speak ing 
Marathi demanded inclusion in the 
proposed state. 
Balk ed by the 
tear eas, they waited at a dis­ 
tance until the meeting brok e up. 
Nehru’s automobile was allowed 
to 
pass 
unmolested 
along 
the 
streets where the mobs shattered 
street lights and threw up barri­ 
cades. 


Barrage Of Stones 


When cars carry ing government 
officials appeared, however, the 
crowds opened up with a barrage 
of stones. Among those hurt were 
25 members of the 
C on g r e s s 
Youth Corps. Most injuries were 
minor. 
The public meeting was held at 
Chowpatty Sands, a seafront area. 
Nehru reaffirmed that Bombay 
would become a federally admi­ 
nistered area going to neither of 
two major rival language groups, 
the Marathi and Gujerati. He said 
that Bombay , by its violence and 
lack of public order, had forfeited 
its immediate right to self-deter­ 
mination. This, he added, might 
he five y ears away . 


ROK Army Chief

People Clamber Over Car 
When they emerged the crowd

cheering. Khrushchev and the Titos 
beamed and smiled and waved at 
the crowd, but had difficulty forc­ 
ing their way through. 
They finally managed to get into 
their car. The crowd, which in­ 
cludes many children, clambered 
up over it and the driver made 
off at a snail’s pace, trying to 
■hake them off. 
The demonstration was appar­ 
ently genuinely spontaneous since 
there were no photographers and 
no police, except far the usual traf­ 
fic cops. in sight. 
V nae hauled Country Tour 
Earlier the party toured the 
country and visited an agricultural 
exhibition. 
The visit to the agricultural ex­ 
hibition and the tour in the country 
were unscheduled.

The fourth day of the fighting 
in the ecst, biggest single engage­ 
ment in the 19-month-old Algerian 
rebellion, found the French scour­ 
ing the barren hills and gorges of 
the Beni-Outilane plateau below 
Setif. 
French headquarters said the 
battle that caught the rebels be­ 
tween the Gates of Iron and La­ 
fayette was virtually over. More 
than 40 rebels were killed today, 
bringing their casualties to more 
than 300 killed, many wounded and 
260 captured. 
Headquarters 
denied 
reports 
that 1.500 rebels w ert still encir­ 
cled in the rugged area. One head­ 
quarters source said many Mos­ 
lems probably are in the region 
but that all of them are not fight­ 
ing with the rebel forces. 
The attack against the rebel con­ 
centration was carried out by 19th 
Infantry Division and the mecha­ 
nized 7th Division. French sources 
disclosed that the lightning stroke 
was mounted on a tip the rebels 
were massing for a raid into the 
Grand Kabylie Mountains, south­ 
west of Setif.

Americans Feel 
Tito Plays Risky 
Game In Russia 


WASHINGTON, June 3 GR-Pres- 
ident Tito of Yugoslavia, in the 
view of U.S. officials, is playing 
a very dangerous g^jne on his visit 
to Moscow. 
In the State and Defense Depart 
m enu and other government agen­ 
cies, polity makers are following 
Tito’s moves and awaiting the out­ 
come of his talks before venturing 
any final conclusions on precisely 
what his present position as be­ 
tween East and West really is. 
But the opinion of most experts 
within the government, as indi­ 
cated in cautious private comment, 
is that Tito definitely does not 
want to break his highly profitable 
ties with the United States. Britain. 
France and other free countries 
even though he is clearly working 
for re-establishment of cordial re­ 
lations with Moscow. 
Contradictory Aims 
The problem of keeping these 
two more or less contradictory 
aims in balance is what makes 
his present diplomacy, in the view 
of authorities here, a dangerous 
game. They think it would be easy. 
in an unintended burst of enthusi­ 
asm. for a national leader to “ get 
in too deep" with the policies 
and purposes of a great power 
which is courting his allegiance, 
even when he does not consciously 
intend to make commitmenU. 
Tito quite possibly shocked West­ 
ern public opinion with his state­ 
ment on arrival in Moscow yester­ 
day that Communist nations would 
“ never again" be so badly split 
up as they were when the Stalin, 
ist regime forced him out of the 
international Communist organiza­ 
tion in 1948. 
Friendly Line Expected 
Administration officials here said 
that the implications of this state­ 
ment could easily be exaggerated. 
Tito was expected to adopt a very 
friendly line, they said, but this 
does not necessarily mean that he 
is really moving back into the So­ 
viet camp. His private comments 
to Western diplomats in Belgrade 
in recent weeks were said to have 
stressed his intention to he quite 
friendly with the Soviet govern­ 
ment but to avoid any break or 
lessening of friendship with the 
Western powers.

House Action This Week 
However, Vorys quoted defense 
spokesmen as saying 129 million 
dollars could be trimmed from the 
three billions sought for military 
aid “without serious damage to 
the national interest." 
The foreign 
aid 
bill, 
setting 
spending ceilings for the fiscal 
year beginning July I, comes up 
for House action Wednesday and 
Thursday. Appropriations for the 
aid program will be voted later 
in separate legislation. 
In telling a newsman of a just- 
completed Pentagon study, Vorys 
did not indicate whether the ad­ 
ministration plans to make its big 
fund-restoring drive in the House 
or before the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee, which has yet 
to vote on the bill. 
U. S. Outstrips Russia In Aid 
In a separate interview filmed 
for television broadcast in upstate 
New York, foreign aid chief John 
B. Hollister told Rep. Ostertag 
(R-NY) that the United States far 
outstrips Russia in the help it is 
giving other countries. 
Hollister, director of the Inter­ 
national Cooperation Administra­ 
tion. said America is not trying to 
compete with the Soviets for the 
friendship of foreign nations by 
giving them money. And in actual 
practice, he said, there is no evi­ 
dence yet that the Russians are 
giving anything away.

^ The Depression 
Lesson Stuck 


Th ey are in th eir 40s now, but a sampling of 
th e men wh o started th eir business careers during 
th e early 1930s indicates th at th e depression th ey 
faced th en taugh t th em th e economic facts of life. 
And it seems th ey feel th ey are better off because 
th eir careers were rooted in th ose “h ard times.” 
In ch ecking th e attitudes of men in v arious 
age brackets toward debt and spending, Th e Wall 
Street Journal h as unearth ed some interesting 
similarities among th ree “depression graduates’* 
wh o h av e gone on to greater or less success. One 
man was a $30,000-a-year executiv e, anoth er an 
executiv e earning $18 ,000 a year, and th e th ird a 
$9,000-a*year accountant. All th ree liv ed well with ­ 
in th eir incomes. Wh ile none could be classed as 
a penny-pinch er, all th ree h ad h igh sales resistance. 
And, ev en th ough th ey h ad plenty of th e good 
th ings of life, th ey bough t for cash . 
In fact, a uniform dislike for buying on th e 
installment plan was one of th eir strongest simi- 
larities. One man remarked th at h e h ad learned 
h is first business lesson in days wh en only th e 
repossession people were busy. 
Th e study indicates strongly th at if th e th ree 
could be taken as a fair sample, th e business men 
of th eir generation feel a bit superior for h av ing 
made th eir starts in th e great depression. Th ey 
treated with no little disdain th e demands for 
security h eard so often from younger people. Th ey 
suspected th at th eir juniors are h av ing th ings too 
easy. One man ev en admitted th ere were times 
wh en h e felt th at anoth er “good depression” migh t 
be good for th e country. 
• 
Th e article makes no claim th ose it reach ed 
can be taken as a representativ e group of men in 
th eir 40’s. But th e parallels in th e trio’s attitude 
do suggest th at th e lessons of th e depression years 
h av e not been forgotten by th ose wh o were trained 
in th at h ard sch ool.

Academic Freedom 


Th era seems to be a ruiming debate on academic 
freedom, a term wh ich wh en translated into accurate 
English means th e righ t of a teach er to h old on to h is 
job. Professor Harold Barger o i ColumWa Univ ersity is 
reported by th at univ ersity’s newspaper to h av e said in a 
debate th at “fitness to teach , academic competence, is 
th e only criterion upon wh ich th e tenure of a univ ersity 
faculty member sh ould be considered.” 


It is to be noted th at Professor Barger says 
Both ing about ch aracter, moral conduct on and off 
th e campus, suitability to associate with th e young 
mind. Th e ph rase, “fltness to teach ,” is not a h elpful 
one because it is ambiguous. Is a man fit to teach , 
for instance, wh o knows h is subject but is drunk 
wh en h e comes to classes? Is a man fit to teach 
wh o h as th e h igh est academic reputation but wh o 
la also a lech er, ch ases pretty girls a nd is in a 
consUnt brawl with h is wife? 


It used to b« v ery simple. Th e president and th e 
board {rf trustees of a univ ersity decided such questions. 
Th at is h arder to do th ese days, because teach ers h av e 
tenure and th ey are banded togeth er in a union wh ich 
sh outs, “Academic Freedom !” At th e drop of a ph rase. 
In fact Professor Barger, in th is same speech , is 
reported to h av e said th at a teach er’s academic compe­ 
tence sh ould be judged by h is peers, namely, th e faculty. 
In a word, only teach ers may decide wh at h appens to 
teach ers. 
Wh at about th e trustees of univ ersities or 
th e parents of students? 
In th is connection, it is interesting to quote from th e 
British Socialist, R.H.S. Crossman, wh o wrote: 


To understand wh y th e Florida 
defeat is so dev astating in Kefau- 
v er’s case, it is necessary to un­ 
derstand th e kind of campaign h e 
w a g ^ in th e last few days of th e 
Florida race.

*’Hav ing spent my life before th e war as a n 
academic, during th e war as an expert and since th en 
a s a politician and a Journalist, I h av e come to two 
conciusiows:

Try And Stop Me! 


Eigh t or more weeks are needed 
for repair and unless th e indiv idual 
keeps using th e antacid, h e may 
not get well. Th is type of p r ^ r ip - 
tion usually needs to be refilled 
m any times. 
In prescribing for a disease with 
a known pattern, th e ph ysician cal­ 
culates h ow much is called for to 
th e pill or teaspoon. Wh en th e 
bottle is empty th e patient is well. 
E rratic illnesses, 
h owev er, may 
last fiv e to 20 days; h ence th ere al­ 
ways is a little medicine left ov er. 
Most of us h av e a frugal streak 
and h ang on to th ese remedies !n 
case th e disease comes again. But 
th e ch ances are th at leftov ers nev ­ 
er wiU be used because we are 
skeptical about a medication th at 
is a year or two old. 
Furth ermore, patent drugs are 
h azardous to h av e around, particu­ 
larly in h ouseh olds with ch ildren.

^ The Depression 
Lesson Stuck 


They are in their 40s now, but a sampling of 
the men who started their business careers during 
the early 1930s indicates that the depression they 
faced then taught them the economic facts of life. 
And it seems they feel they are better off because 
their careers were rooted in those “hard times.” 
In checking the attitudes of men in various 
agt brackets toward debt and spending, The Wall 
Street Journal has unearthed some interesting 
similarities among three '‘depression graduates’* 
who have gone on to greater or less success. One 
man was a $30,000-a-year executive, another an 
executive earning $18,000 a year, and the third a 
$9,000-a*year accountant. All three lived well with­ 
in their incomes. While none could be classed as 
a penny-pincher, ail three had high sales resistance. 
And, even though they had plenty of the good 
things of life, they bought for cash. 
In fact, a uniform dislike for buying on the 
Installment plan was one of their strongest simi­ 
larities. One man remarked that he had learned 
hit first business lesson in days when only the 
repossession people were busy. 
The study indicates strongly that if the three 
could bt taken as a fair sample, the business men 
of their generation feel a bit superior for having 
made their starts in the great depression. They 
treated with no little disdain the demands for 
security heard so often from younger people. They 
suspected that their juniors are having things too 
easy. One man even admitted there were times 
when be felt that another "good depression” might 
be good for the country. 
* 
The article makes no claim those H reached 
can be taken as a representative group of men in 
their 40's. But the parallels in the trio's attitude 
do suggest that the lessons of the depression years 
have not been forgotten by those who were trained 
In that hard school.

Academic Freedom 


There berms to be a running debate on academic 
freedom, a term which whee translated into accurate 
English means the right of a teacher to hold on to his 
job. Professor Harold Barger of Columbia University is 
reported by that university’s newspaper to have said in a 
debate that “fitness to teach, academic competence, is 
the only criterion upon which the tenure of a university 
faculty member should be considered.” 


It Is Ie be noted that Professor Barger says 
nothing about character, moral conduct on and off 
the campus, suitability lo associate with the young 
mind. The phrase, ‘‘fitness to teach,” Is not a helpful 
one because It Is ambiguous. Is a man fit to tench, 
for instance, who knows his subject but is drunk 
when he comet to classes? Is a man fit to teach 
who has the highest academic reputation hut who 
ta also a lecher, chases pretty girls sad Is in a 
constant brawl with his wife? 


It used to be very simple. The president and the 
board of trustees of a university decided such questions. 
That is harder to do these days, because teachers have 
tenure and they are banded together in a union which 
shouts, “Academic Freedom!” At the drop of a phrase. 
In fact Professor Barger, in this same speech, is 
reported to have said that a teacher s academic compe­ 
tence should be judged by his peers, namely, the faculty. 
Id a word, only teachers may decide what happens to 
teachers. 
What about the trustees of universities or 
the parents of students? 
In this connection, it is interesting to quote from the 
British Socialist, R H.S. Crossman, who wrote: 


“Having spent my life before the war as aa 
academic, during the war as an expert and since then 
as a politician and a journalist, I have come to two 
conclusion: 
first, that political wisdom has very 
little to do with formal education and that character 
Is a much more important element la It than either 
knowledge or quickness of wit . . .** 


It is a very interesting point and reminds me of an 
episode years ago when I travelled about lecturing people 
on this and that. There was a lady chairman at one 
place who always gave an elaborate dinner at her home 
preceding the lecture and who always took pains to 
impress upon me that her husband was a nice man but 
rather on the dooey side because he was only a business­ 
man. So one year, I thought I would play a trick on 
her. I made inquiries about the husband and his business 
and discovered that in his field he was respected. During 
the several years that I came to this house, he was 
always silent, his wife picking up the conversational 
ball and running with it hither and yon, according to 
the latest book reviews. 
Therefore on this occasion. I asked the husband a 
specific question in relationship to trade and the gold 
standard—it was long ago—and he spoke brilliantly and 
authoritatively on what he knew. 
Everybody was in­ 
terested except his wife, of course, who had never 
thought of asking him a question. 


The professors might learn something from the 
parents of students and even from the old alumni 
who are not anti-intellectual, as the professors pre­ 
tend. but who may even be more expert than their 
erstwhile teachers. As Crossman said in his piece: 
| 
“Education and expertise do not make those who 
acquire them proof against self-deception or political 
prejudice. Very often, by blunting natural eqmmon 
sense and inducing arrogance, they actually increase 
gullibility . . .” 


It is not impossible that Crossman is correct, because 
it is like economics. The professors and experts lay down 
all the rules and laws, but a refugee arrives from some­ 
where in Europe, who does not even know our language, 
but who somehow discovers all the loopholes in our laws 
and regulations and by sheer common sense and 
flexibility, amasses many millions, so many that a 
committee of Congress wants to discover how it is being 
done. I do not speak of any one man—there are many 
of them but none wear Phi Beta Kappa keys. 
They 
have not read David Ricardo or Adam Smith or Karl 
Marx or even John Maynard Keynes, but they know how 
to put this and that together and to operate an industry.

In the first place, the State 
Department was peeved when the 
invitation went direct to the Penta­ 
gon, no* through the usual State 
Department channels. 
Se c ond. 
Adm. Arthur Radford, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, sug­ 
gested that the entire Joint Chiefs 
of Staff be invited. 
Other officials couldn’t be quite 
sure whether this was because 
Radford wanted to go too, or 
whether he figured this was a 
good way to kill off the invitation 
to the Air Force. 
At any rate, when this sugges­

U. S. Ambassador Bohlen, he was 
informed that the Russian govern­ 
ment would have invited all three 
Joint Chiefs if they had wanted 
them, but they didn’t. 
This reply resulted in another 
high-strategy conference in Wash­ 
ington in which the State Depart­ 
ment favored rejecting the invita­ 
tion altogether. 
In the end. Eisenhower and Gen. 
Nate Twining, Air Force chief of 
staff, had a private talk at which 
Twining

out 
that 
his 
experts could pick up valuable 
information if they went to Mos­ 
cow. So Ike agreed.

WASHINGTON 
Sine* his defeat in Florida it 
•Rems a reasonable guess that Es­ 
tes Kefauver, that peculiar political 
phenomenon, will begin to fade and 
grow dim as a figure on the Ameri­ 
can political scene. 
Kefauver has another chance in 
California, of course. 
His defeat 
in Florida was by the slimmest of 
margins. It is always dangerous to 
make predictions about American 
politics, and Kefauver has been 
about the moat consistently under­ 
estimated American politician. But 
when all this is said. It is hard to 
see how Kefauver can recover from 
his Florida defeat. 


Played It Rough 


To understand why the Florida 
defeat is so devastating in Kefau- 
ver’s case, it is necessary to un­ 
derstand the kind of campaign he 
waged in the last few days of the 
Florida raee. On Wednesday of 
the final week of the campaign, ail 
the reporters covering Kefauver 
took note of the fact that he had 
made a decision sure to affect his 
whole political future. His decision 
was to play it rough. 
Before that fateful Wednesday, 
Kefauver had been the familiar 
Kefauver—rriaking his simple, ear­ 
nest. cliche-ridden speeches, shak­ 
ing his usual quota of a thousand 
hands a day with automaton-like 
efficiency. On Wednesday he got 
tough. 
To be sure, he didn't look 
tough. He never does. As always, 
his manner was mild, almost sor­ 
rowing, his tone low and hesitant. 
But he was tough all the same. 
In 
all 
his 
speches. 
he 
ac­ 
cused 
Adlal 
Stevenson, 
more 
in sorrow than in anger, of vetoing 
as governor of Illinois an inade­ 
quate pension tor the “aged and 
tile blind ” That night he went on

television and, using an ancient 
political trick much favored by 
Sen^ Joseph R. McCarthy, he bran­ 
dished papers to “prove” his char­ 
ges. 
More such charges followed— 
that Stevenson had represented the 
Radio Corporation of America be­ 
fore the Supreme Court, and thus 
favored monopoly, that six Florida 
congressmen, whose support Ke­ 
fauver himself had solicited, had 
“ganged up” on him when they an­ 
nounced for Stevenson. 


Mast Have Known 


However mild the Kefauver man­ 
ner, this was rough stuff, and Ke­ 
fauver knew it. He must have 
known that the measure increasing 
old-age pension which Stevenson 
vetoed was. as the Chicago “Sun- 
Times pointed out, “ passed by a 


Republican-controlled 
legislature 
as a political trap for Adlai.” He 
must have known that the legisla­ 
ture provided no revenues for the 
increase* and that, as the “Sun- 
Times” also said, it took “rare po­ 
litical courage and honesty” for 
Stevenson to veto the measure. 
If Kefauver did not know these 
things, it could only have been be­ 
cause he made a conscious effort 
not to know them. As a shrewd 
and experienced politician, Kefau­ 
ver must also have known the 
risks he was taking in adopting 
such tactics. 
In the first place, they were ab­ 
solutely guaranteed to infuriate 
Stevenson’s supporters and Steven­ 
son himself. One Stevenson inti­ 
mate, asked if Stevenson might 
still consent to run with Kefauver 
if necessary for the nomination.

Then Davis saw a private 
GOP poll which showed him run* 
ning three to one behind Wiley; so 
he backed out.

Be Safe, Not Sorry! Toss Out Leftover Medicine 


A thrifty housewife asks, “when 
a 
doctor 
prescribes 
medicines. 
must the patient take the amount 
bought or can she quit if she feels 
better?” This situation is under­ 
standable because many modern 
drugs are costly and should not be 
wasted. But the answer depends 
upon the disease that is being 
treated and the strength and tox­ 
icity of the preparation. 
The prescription usually states 
the dosage but not how long the 
remedy should be continued. The 
physician tells the patient, when 
he hands him the prescription, how 
long the capsules or tablets should 
be used. To avoid misunderstand­ 
ings. many write detailed instruc­ 
tions on a separate slip of paper, 
particularly when 
treatment 
is 
tricky and requires close coopera­ 
tion. 


* But there is no need to keep 
on with cough medicine, for exam­ 
ple. after the cough has ceased. On 
the other hand, when penicillin is 
prescribed for strep throat or

pneumonia, ft is advisable to con­ 
tinue the wonder drug for at least 
three days after the temperature 
has returned to normal. 
Some persons stop when they be­ 
gin to feel better and are surprised 
when infection recurs in a few 
days. If the antibiotic is discon­ 
tinued too soon, recovery is pro­ 
longed. This occurs particularly 
when penicillin is used to treat 
colds in children. 


A recent survey disclosed that re­ 
spiratory infections took twice as 
long to disappear when the anti­ 
biotic was used because parents 
gave up the medicine too quickly. 
The product was doing a good job 
and in this respect, father or moth­ 
er — rather than the medicine — 
was at fault. 
Peptic ulcer medication often 
relieves distress in a day but this 
does not mean the lesion is healed.

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Eight or more weeks are needed 
for repair and unless the individual 
keeps using the antacid, he may 
not get well. This type of prescrip­ 
tion usually needs to be refilled 
many times. 
In prescribing for a disease with 
a known pattern, the physician cal­ 
culates how much is called for to 
the pill or teaspoon. When the 
bottle is empty the patient is well. 
Erratic illnesses, however, may 
last five to 20 days; hence there al­ 
ways is a little medicine left over. 
Most of us have a frugal streak 
and hang on to these remedies In 
case the disease comes again. But 
the chances are that leftovers nev­ 
er will be used because we are 
skeptical about a medication that 
is a year or two old. 
Furthermore, patent drugs are 
hazardous to have around, particu­ 
larly in households with children. It 
is better to throw them away rath­ 
er than to be sorry another day.

He has all the earmarks of a 
lackadaisical, hollow legged ado­ 
lescent but take him to your fam­ 
ily physician if you suspect a 
glandular disorder.

L. T. writes: X rays of the gall 
bladder show stones but I have no 
symptoms. Should I let sleeping 
dogs lie or have an operation at 
age 64? 


REPLY 


This is a difficult decision to 
make because so many factors 
must be taken into consideration.

Unless the national advertisers 
have something new to offer, we 
are again likely to see declining 
sales? whoever may be elected 
president on November 6 of this 
year.

Every merchant should be on his 
toes and tend to business. What­ 
ever ticket he votes, every manu­ 
facturer, merchant, or wageworker 
wants good business. Certainly, it 
will not come by voting any ticket 
antagonistic to business. The first 
principle of holding your job and 
being promoted is to stick by and 
uphold foundations already built. 
I hope the advertising agencies 
can pull some new rabbit out of 
their hats to make good times con­ 
tinue considerably longer. Consum­ 
ers, however, become immune to 
the same old advertisements pre­ 
sented In the same old way. If I 


were forced to guess as to the next 
incentive to business. I would pirtr 
new style or packaging. This is best 
illustrated in the supermarkets and 
in the ’ five-and-ten” variety stores 
now being put on a self-service 
basis. I forecast that the cheap* 
est form, and one of the most ef. 
fective forms, of advertising during 
the next few years will be the at­ 
tractiveness of the package. 
The

Local Newspaper Advertising - 


I fear that most newspapers are 
not helping their local merchants 
in the preparation of their adver* 
tisements. While the naUonal ad­ 
vertisers are employing the best 
psychologists and artists to provide 
the copy for their advertising in 
local newspapers, the local mer­ 
chant is content to use the canned 
advertising sent to him. without ad­ 
ding a personal or local touch. Thie 
is due partly to laziness on the 
part of the mefchant and partly to 
the fact that it costs the local news­ 
paper to make a change in the ad­ 
vertising copy. 
Yet statistics will show that the 
local newspapers—especially those 
of smaller cities—are the real de­ 
termining factors as to future busi­ 
ness. My advice to national adver­ 
tisers is to spend more money. OI 
course it is much less work fop 
the national advertiser to get his 
income from expensive copy in a 
few magazines of big circulation 
than to bother with a lot of little 
daily or weekly newspapers. Let 
me say. however, that this is a 
dangerous policy for advertising 
agencies and also for the national 
advertisers whom they represent. 
Remember that the small news­ 
paper also is being read by soma 
one every day.

On this 
defense the lasers are a spade, 
heart and club. 
2. West leads the ace of trump 
and continues with a spade. Fine. 
We make eleven tricks 
3. West leads a low trump. We 
win It and force out the ace of 
trump. The defense gets a spade, 
a heart and, if the suit is lead, 
a club. 
4. West leads a diamond. We 
win with the jack. trump a spade 
and lead a club. Again there are 
only ths same three losers. 
Summary. West cannot defeat 
us with any return at trick two, 
if the king of spades is not taken. 
The ace of spades acts as a guard 
against any more spade losers.

May River Flow 
Shows Increase 


The observed mean daily flow of 
the North Branch Potomac River 
at Cumberland (the Wiley Ford 
gauge) during May was 2,139 cubic 
feet per second <1,382 million gal­ 
lons per day ), which is 132 percent 
of the 26 y ear May average. The 
daily flow varied between 948 cfs 
<613 million gallons)- on May 1, 
and 9,500 cfs (6,140 million gallons) 
on May 28. 
Seasonal storage in Savage River 
Dam caused an average decrease 
of 24.3 cfs (15.7 miilwn gallons) or 
1.1 percent of the flow in the North 
Branch at Cumberland. 
The total precipitation at Cum­ 
berland, as reported by the Wea­ 
ther Bureau was 3.67 inches, 0 .^ 
inches above the May average. The 
average daily temperature was 
61.2 degrees, which was 1.8 degrees 
below normal.
